Jackson said, was a break- 
through toward “a truly non- 
partisan or bipartisan foreign 
policy.” 

Sen. Jackson “wants to be seen 
as a statesmen—not a lJoner— 
in a Democratic administration.” 
said an insider. “That is fine 
with us.” 

Mr, Vance said after the meet- 
ing with Sen. Jackson's Armed 
Services Arms Control subcom- 
mittee and Senate leaders: “It is 
very helpful to me and to the 
administration to have the op- 
portunity to share views on how 
we should proceed in these very 
complicated areas.” 

Beneath the new air of har- 
mony, however, neither side is 
abandoning its view of what 
should be in or out of a new 
nuclear treaty with the Soviet 
Union. 

“There are differences between 
Jackson and the administra- 
tion already.” an official ac- 
knowledged privately, “and they 
gre never going to be reconciled 
entirely." Sen, Jackson agreed 
that “I have differences.” 
Administration officials said 
Sen. Jackson and fellow advocates 
of hard bargaining with the Rus- 
sians are being given “2 veto” 
over the administration's bargain- 
ing terms. 

Sen. Jackson and other senators 
will be “cut in” on the admin-

can “express their views.” it is 
said. However, administration 
sources said, they do not intend

When Mr. Vance's predecessor, 
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Henry Kissinger, dominated the 
scene in the Nixon years, he “cut 
out” internal opponents in SALT 
negotiations by extraordinarily 
tight control of information, in- 
eluding “back channejs” behind 
the official U.S. negotiators. 

Mr, Kissinger counted on “his 
own charisma,” as 2 participart 
put it, to push the original 1972 
SALT accords through the Sen- 
ate, Sen. Jackson, leading the 
challenge to Mr. Kissinger, dam- 
inated the floor debate in which 
the pro-treaty ferces were led by 
former Sen. J. W, Pulbrigkt, then 
chairman of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee. The treaty 
was approved. But Sen. Jackson 
not only left his mark on the 
legislation, he also carved out an 
enduring position as the strongest 
power broker in Congress on 
SALT. - 

Early last year, the joint op- 
position of Pentagon military 
leaders, Sen. Jackson, and allies 
in the’ Arms Control and Dis- 
armament Agency, blocked Mr. 
Kissinger and President Gerald 
Ford in tbe SALT negotiations. 

Mr. Carter is sensitive to the 
problem of “internal negotiations” 
on SALT. He did much of the 
groundwork himself to gain the 
acquiescence of Congress, assur- 
ing Sen. Jackson and others there 
were no binding commitments in 
Genera on substance, 

On the day the Vance-Gromyko 
talks began in Geneva, Mr. Car- 
ter met with Senate leaders. 
ranking members of the Foreign 
Relations and Armed Services 
Committees, and other senators 
believed to need early courting 
for the voting on a SALT treaty. 

The next day, Sen. Jackson 
was back at the White House. 
with his wife and their two 
children. for a dinner with Mr. 
Carter and his family. Sen. Jack- 
son was at the White House again 
at the dinner for Saudi Arabia's 
Crown Prince Fehd. 

Many Senate doves welcomed 
Sen. Jackeon’s rapprochement 
with the White House on SALT.

Backs ; Rights 
Of Seniority 


Rejects Class-Action 
Discrimination Suits 
By Robert Siner 


WASHINGTON, May 31 (IHT). 
=—The Supreme Court today 
upheld the constitutionality of 
union seniority systems even 
though they may have the effect 
of perpetuating discrimination, il- 
Jegal under present law. 

In ἃ pair of 7-to-2 decisions. 
the court held that minority 
groups aod women could not at- 
tack seniority systems by claim- 
ing that ther. as classes, had been 
discriminated against and there- 
force were entitled to retroactive 
relief. 

However, the panel reaffirmed 
the right of individuals to sue 
for retroactive seniority if they 
can prove that applications for 
employment were rejected because 
of discriminatory company poli- 
cies, 

In 8 case dealing with racial 
discrimination in the trucking in- 
dustry in violation of the Civi} 
Rights Act of 1964, Justice Potter 
Stewart, speaking for the major- 
ity. ruled that there had been no 
intention to “destroy or water 
down the vested seniority rights 
of employees. simply because their 
employer had engaged in discrim- 
imation prior to the act.” 

A releted decision involved 2 
United Airlines stewardess who 
was forced to quit under a com- 
pany rule forbidding married 
women to be flight attendants. 
When the company changed its 
policy she was rehired but -not 
allowed seniority for her previous 
work and sued to regain that 
seniority. 

Justice John Stevens, delivering 
the majority opinion, dismissed 
her claim on the grounds that 
she had not established that 
she, as an individual, was fired 
for discriminatory reasons even 
though the airline's seniority sys-" 
tem “gives present efiect to 2 
past act of discrimination.” 

The effect of the two decisions, 
to which Justices Thurgood 
Marshall and William Brennan 
dissented, was to rule out ciass- 
action suits against the seniority 
system, while allowing individual 
claims for retroactive seniority. 

In addition. Justice Stewart, in 
his opinion, held that even though 
an individual did not apply for 
@ job there could still be relief 
if the person could prove that 
8. company’s discriminatory prac- 
tices were the sole reason for not 
applying. He conceded that this 
would be a monumentally dif- 
ficult task. 

- The--denefits of seniority in- 
clude higher pay, more vacation 
time and job security, 

Minority and women’s groups 
have particularly attacked the 
‘last hired, first fired" provisions 
of the seniority system as being 
responsible for the eradication of 
many employment gains as re- 
cently hired women and minority 
group members were the first to 
be laid off when companies par- 
ed their work forces during the 
last recession.

Rejection Theory Disputed 


Crime Not an Illness, Psychologist Says 


WASHINGTON, May 31 ‘AP. 
—Criminal behavior is not a men- 
tal illness and cannot be reversed 
by providing education, jobs or 
money. said 2 Freudian psycholo- 
gist involved in an intensive 
federal study of crime, 

Dr. Stanton Samenow has 
worked for the last seven years 
at ἃ federally run Washington 
mental hospital, where he assist- 
ed the late Dr. Samuel Yochelson 
im an ambitions study of how 
criminals think and what makes 
them different, 

Dr. Samenow said at a news 
eonference recently that the ex- 
perience caused the psychologists 
to reject orthodox beliefs that 
persons committed crimes be- 
cause ther felt guilty and sub- 
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consciously needed to be punish- 
ead 

Simce the search for a cause 
did not work. the psychologist 
said, he and Dr. Yochelson, who 
died in November, stopped ask- 
ing why and began looking at 
how the criminals thought. 

Thinking Patterns . 

Dr. Samenow sald they identi- 
fied 53 thinking patterns 
that each of their 2% hard-core 

iminals, ὦ ‘ni war 
erocks to grade-school dropouts, 
had in common. 

Those characteristics included 
anger, pride, sentimentality, tying, 
intolerance of fear and procras- 
tination. While many persons 
have some of these quelities. he 
said, criminals “have them all to 
an extreme.” 

“Lying is a way of life to make 
fools of other people,” he said. 

Dr. Yochelson said he found 
that his subjects—about half of 
whom had been admitted to St.. 
Elizabeth’s Hespital after being 
declared insane—were not imsane 
at all, Dr. Semenow reported.

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Brezhnev Talks to France 


When Leonid Brechner, m 2 prerecorded 
television statement to France, emphasized 
the tack of sabstance rather than the im- 
provement in style in the latest SALT talks. 
τὸ could be taken as a reversal of the Carter- 


Vance attitude on the same talks. But the 
style-subsiance speculation about SALT 
eonld go on jor a long time. Balancing the 
Soviet Backfire bomber and the American 
Cruise missile is like guessing how many sol- 
diers could parade on the head of a pin, More 
immediately important could well be Mr. 
Breghnev's remars that the Soviet govern- 
ment is ambitious for closer relations with 
France. Ἂ 

For 2 variety of reasons. those relations 
have been. since the middle of World War Ii. 
closer than the Soviet Union's ties with the 
rest of Western Europe. Charies de Gaulle 
was never a pro-Communist but he did ac- 
cept the fact that Moscow could help France 
against his two major. if often irritating. 
allies: Britain and the United States. 

And while De Ganlle was ready to help 
the West in a major confrontation—the mis- 
sile crisis, for example—he did remove tne 
French armed forces from the NATO com- 
mand and developed his own nuclear weap- 
ons. In sum. De Gaulle. before many Amer- 
teans could pronounce the word, toyed with 
detente. 

And the Soviet Union was not. of course. 
unhappr to have a maverick state across 


the Elbe, even though it recognized the 
Strait limitations De Gaulle imposed on 
détente, But every time Moscow was polite 
to the Paris government, French Commun- 
ists were annoyed. They were more con- 
cemed with attatnine power in France than 
in the strategie considerations that moved 
the heads of the two states. 

Nox. however. Eurocommunism—essen- 
tially a form of Menshevik or democratic 
socialism—is moving to the fore in Western 
Europe. and while the Soviet Union has 
put down manifestations of this sort in 
Eastern Europe with tanks and concentra- 
tion camps, it may be planning to hold out 
its own hand to such dissidence. 

The ouster of President Podgorny from 
the Politouro and the drafting of ἃ new 
Soviet constitution may simply be another 
step upward for the aging Mr. Bremev-—but 
it might also be part of a maneuver to link 
Moscow to Eurocommunism—which has so 
much political potential in itaiy and France, 
and possidly in Portugal and Spain as weil 

Given the secrecy of the Politburo and the 
whole Soviet system, this is only a possibility. 
But it is a pregnant one, and it gives a very 
special meaning to the Brezhnev visit to. 
France on June 20. It may even, if the 
Soviet leaders are subtle enough, make the 
Backfire and the Cruise missile take back 
seats for public attention, For France would 
be a very obvious place in which fo launch

An Approach to Arms Control 


Arms control talks with the Russians ap- 
pear to be back on the track after the de- 
raument in Moscow last March, but they 
are not yet running smoothiy or on sched- 
ule. That is the message we draw from 
reports of the latest round in Geneva. in- 
eluding President Carter’s assessments. More 
good manners and flexibility wili be needed 
on both sides if the SALT I treaty is to be 
ready to supplant expiring portions of 
SALT I in October. 

The next agreement is τὸ ron until 1935. 
and it was decided three years ago that it 
would cap the arms race with relatively high 
weapons ceilings: a limit of 2.400 strategic 
missiles and bombers for each side. of which 
1.320 missiles could be armed with muitipie 
warheads 

This was the deal at Viadivostok, but wor- 
ries have arisen on botn sides since then. 
The Russians have grown progressively anx- 
jous about the American Cruise missile. a 
small cheap. highly accurate. pilotless bom- 
ber that is being developed for long-range 
strategic nuclear attack as. well as shorter- 
Tange tactical uses. 

The United States has been concerned 
about the new Soviet Backfire bomber and, 
more recently. about the number of large 
and heavy missiles in the projected Soviet 
mix. which could threaten our land-vased 
tetaliatory force. 

In March, President Carter proposed two 
alternative paths to agreement: Stick with 
the Vladivostok limits, somewhat reduced, 
but defer the Cruises and Backfires to the 
next round: or, negotiate a substantial re- 
duction in total missiles, with limits on the 


weapons most worrisome to the United ἡ 


States but none of significance on the Cruise 
missiles that worry the Russians. Moscow 
rejected both alternatives, proposing Vladi- 
vostok plus a Cruise deal instead. 

To break the impesse. Secretary Vance 
went to Geneva last week with 2 three-part 
package the Vladivostok limits. somewhat 
reduced. for the original period of eight 
years: a detailed pledge to reduce these 
limits substantially in negotiations imme- 
diately following the present ones: and an 
interim deal of two or three years to place 


some restriction on Cruises, Backfires and 
heavy Soviet missiles to gain time for 2 more 
reliable deal on them by 1980. 

This appears to be a sensible approach and 
the Russians apparently recognize it as such. 
Now comes the question of how seriously to 
retard development of the Cruise and what 
to demand in return. 

There is difficwlty and danger in the fact 
that the Cruise missiles. which are still only 
bargaining chips, could be well on their way 
to deployment by 1980. 

Some Air Force studies. for instance, show 
that 11.000 of them could be hung on Amer- 
ican bombers; that number ‘would cbviously 
dwarf the already negotiated missile limits. 

There are also land-based versions, which 
could threaten the Soviet homeland from 
Europe. and sea-launched versions that 
could turn many ships and attack subma- 
rines into long-range strategic forces. Once 
deployed. the Cruises would be difficult to 
count; conventional or short-range Cruises 
will be aimost indistinguishable from the 
long-range kind. . 

What Vance appears to have offered is a 
slowdown in development of the land and 
sea versions. but not the airborne variety. 
We -suspect that before the Russians will 
agree to this formula, the Navy may have 
to give up the torpedo-launched Cruise alto- 
gether and land-based Cruises will have to 
be confined to short-range models. . 

If development of airborne Cruises is not 
to be slowed down. there undoubtedly will 
have to be a commitment to count the bom- 
bers that carry them, within the Vladi- 
vostok limits on MIRV missiles. 

In return. the Russians will have to accept 
limits on the Backfire bomber and on their 
heavy missiles between now and 1980 so as 
not to foreclose a SALT III accord on them. 

The administration’s developing approach 
seems realistic and plausible. A few further 
delays on the Cruise missile should be seen 
not so much as concessions to the Russians 
as necessary dues for the far-reaching deals 
that may be made in the time thus gained. 
The cost of failure would make these modest 
restraints pale in significance.

Book Burning: Recollections 


One May evening 44 rears ago, in an open 
platz in Berlin near the university. the Nazi 
party organized a large fire.. Into it went 
the books of German authors, as they were 
denounced by name over the loudspeakers. 
The Hamburg weekly Die Zeit marked that 
somber anniversary this year by asking a 
dozen writers. some of them men whose 
names were read out that night. for their 
recollections. ὃ 

Walter Mehring remembered that they got 
his name wrons. He had already fled to 
Paris and shortly nad to flee again. pursued 
by a French arrest warrant. The Nazis were 
trying to extradite him for unspecified 
crimes. ¢ 

Erich Kaestner was in Berlin in the crowd 
watching the flames: “If have repeatedly 
asked myself. then and since. "Why didn't 
you speak out. on May 10. 1933. in the Opern- 
platz in Berlin? Shouldn't you have shouted 
back, a5 the man bellowed the names [in- 
eluding yours] into the microphone?’ Never 
mind that J wouldn't be standing here to- 
dar " The question is whether one has 


a moral duty to be a superhuman—and a 
martyr. 

Hans Meyer wondered. refiectively. 
whether writers don’t make too much of the 
beck burning, in view of what came Iater. 
Auschwitz, Maidanek, Oradour—he recited 
the list. Books. after all, can be replaced. 
(But Die Zeit quoted the poet Helne, who 
had presciently observed a century earlier 
that people who burn books will also burn 
other people.» When the bonfire took place, 
Axel Eggebrecht had already been in g con- 
centration camp for weeks and only learned 
of it later when he was released. 

These recollections serve a powerful pur- 
pose. In an infinitely more fortunate time. 
they are a reminder of the darker side of 
our species. ‘The demons are not much tn 
evidence at the moment. but it would be very 
incautious to think that they have vanished 
—or that they live in only a few countries. 
There's no law of nature that upholds toler- 
ation, democracy and justice. They sur- 
vive only where they are defended.

NEW YORE, May 31 (NYT).—It is widely agreed in Wall 
Street that International Business Machines has been the out- 
standing growth stock of the post-war period. ‘The stock remains 
the top holding among institutions, but for the first time, it 
seems, some analysts are beginning to question whether it can 
continue to hold its commanding lead in computers and thus 
Tate its heavy institutional following. 

IBM is br far the largest supplier of data-processing eculp- 
ment, with 78 per cent of industry revennes. IBM also ships 
60 to 65 per cent of the computer industry's output. 

Service and rentals provide 64 per cent of gross income, 
and outright sales the remaining 36 per cent. Foreign business 
accounts for 50 per cent of revenues and 35 per cent of earnings. 

For some time now, ISM stock has been under pressure. 
Portfolio manegers have interpreted federal pension-reform 
legislation as cailing for more diversification and have sold a 
considerable amount of IBM, since it is the most heavily held 


stock by institvtions. 


Some IBM share sales have been motivated by a disturbing 
trend, which in tum seems to reflect, TEM's response 
to increesing competition. Wall Street was surprised when the 
company announced that its first-quarter earnings rose only 
5.2 per cent from the year-earlier level 
Some analysis now believe that IBM mar report flat 
earnings in tne second quarter, reflecting increasing emphasis 
on rental income, which hurts profit comparisons.

can areas, 

But right now, those miles 
of unencumbered white beaches 
(whose soft powdery sand, com- 
posed of lime-coated particles 
and ΞΔ pieces of shell, can- 
not burn tender bare feet be- 
cause it does not hoid the sun's 
heat) are among the finest in 
the Caribbean.

Major Problem 


The warm temperature, com- 
bimed with cooling trade winds 
that fan the water's edge, as- 
sure pleasant sunbathing.

Private capital, both 
Mexican and foreign, is primar- 
ily responsible for development 
of hotets, convention -and .com- 
mercial facilities and ether 
tourist services.
